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(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To execute the color correction and r correction of a CRT display in the manner 
of a software. 

CONSTITUTION: The original r characteristic (C) of the CRT display caused by R, G and B 
signals turned into input/output line forms is measured by using a look-up table 1. The color 
correction is executed by correction so as to fix the luminance ratio of respective levels in 
the R, G and B signals of this measured T characteristic and from the color-corrected T 
characteristic, a look-up table 3 is reversely calculated. The original r characteristic of the 
CRT display is normalized with the maximum value of the input level, a look-up table 4 for r 
correction is calculated by the inverse characteristic of this normalized r characteristic, and 
a look-up table 5 is calculated by multiplying a value, for which the value of the look-up table 
3 for color correction is divided with a maximum value (255). to the look-up table 4 for this r 
correction. By using this look-up table 5. not only the r correction of the CRT display but 
also the color correction can be executed in the manner of the software at the same time.

B . Translation of the Relevant Passages of the Document 
[CONSTITUTION] A lookup table 1 is used to measure the 
original y characteristics (C) of a CRT display based 
on R, G and B signals in the form of input/output 
lines. Color control is performed so that respective 
levels of the R, G and B signals having the measured y 
characteristics has a constant ratio of brightness.- A 
lookup table 3 is obtained from the y characteristics 
subject to color control, and the original y 
characteristics of the CRT display are normalized by 
the maximum value of an input level. The opposite 
characteristics of the normalized y characteristics are 
sued to obtain a lookup table 4 for y correction. By 
multiplying the lookup table 4 for y correction by a 
value which is obtained by dividing a value of the 
lookup table 3 for the color control by the maximum 
value (255) , a lookup table 5 is obtained. Using the 
lookup table 5 makes it to perform the software. 
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simultaneous y correction and color control of the CRT 
display. 
[CLAIMS] 

[CLAIM 1] A correction method of a CRT display, 
wherein: original 7 characteristics of a CRT display 
based on input signals are measured so as to perform 
color control such that respective levels of signals R, 
G and B having the 7 characteristics have a constant 
ratio of brightness, a lookup table is obtained 
according to the 7 characteristics of the signals R, G 
and B subject to the control, and the original 7 
characteristics of the CRT display are normalized by a 
maximum value of an input level, the opposite 
characteristics of the normalized 7 characteristics are 
sued to obtain a lookup table for 7 correction, a 
lookup table for color control and 7 correction is 
obtained by multiplying the lookup table for 7 
correction by a value which is obtained by dividing a 
value of the lookup table for the color control by a 
maximum value of an output level, and the lookup table 
for color control and 7 correction is used to perform 
color control and 7 correction of the CRT display. 
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
